THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch

cialist leader Emile Roemer 
who made no gains. 

”As leader of the largest 
party I feel a particular sense 
of responsibility and therefore 
I don’t want to comment," on 
coalition-forming, the premier 
told public broadcaster NOS 
after the first meeting of his 
own parliamentary group.

Random drug tests continue for 
public transport 


ORANJESTAD - Since No¬ 
vember 2010 the government 
introduced a new policy by 
means of a Ministerial decree 
to improve the security and 
quality in our public transport. 

Drug tests are mandatory 
for those holding permits to 
operate public transport vehi¬ 
cles. These are urine/blood 
tests that are required when 
prolongation of permits are 
presented, or in the event of 
the transfer or renovation of 
these permits. 

What’s more, the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Transport 
(DTP), the former DOPY, can 


request spot drug tests for any 
person holding a permit. This 
measure is simply to ensure 
safety in our traffic and to ele¬ 
vate the quality of our public 
transport. 

Persons who are responsi¬ 
ble for the lives of others (pas¬ 
sengers) must be attentive at 
all times and complying with 
the rules of traffic. They must 
avoid the use of illegal sub¬ 
stances and also pass a 
drugtest. 

Should a permit holder be 
tested positive for the use of 
drugs, his permit will be im¬ 
mediately revoked, as he will 


be considered a danger to the 
security and safety of the traf¬ 
fic and passengers. As of the 
introduction of this policy, 
there has been only one case 
where a permit holder was dis¬ 
covered under the influence of 
drugs. Obviously, his permit 
was revoked immediately. 

DTP will continue this po¬ 
licy and will continue sending 
permit holders for blood tests 
in a spot check fashion. This 
means that the tests will not be 
announced and that the person 
would be required to do the test 
on the spot as directed by the 
Director of the Department.

Guatemala's volcano erupts, thousands 
evacuated 


GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
Guatemala’s Volcano of Fire 
had its strongest eruption in a 
decade yesterday, prompting 
the evacuation of around 1,500 
families, officials announced. 

The eruption created mas¬ 
sive columns of smoke that 
could be seen from the capital, 


some 75 kilometers (46 miles) 
away.Rumblings were heard 
for several kilometers around. 

"This type of eruption is 
stronger than normal and has 
not been seen in recent years. 
That’s why we have declared 
an orange alert” in the area 
around the volcano, in western 


Guatemala, Gustavo Chigna, of 
the Vulcanology Institutesaid. 

The strong explosion had 
buried in ash several villages 
near the 3,763- meter (12,345- 
foot) tall volcano while ash 
had spread up to 12 kilometers 
(seven miles) to the west and 
northwest of the volcano.

"I'm calling for radio silence," 
he said when asked if had spo¬ 
ken to his most likely main 
coalition partner, Labour 
leader Diederik Samsom. 

The election success of 
Rutte's VVD, closely followed 
by rising star Samsom's PvdA, 
means that the new coalition 
will be moderate and marks a 
victory for parties committed 


to debt-busting austerity. 

The vote reflected the 
Netherlands’ commitment to 
its enduring relationship with 
Europe and will keep the euro¬ 
zone's fifth largest economy 
closely allied with economic 
powerhouse Germany. 

If the two main parties 
agree an alliance, the VVD and 
Labour would have 80 seats, a 


majority in the 150-seat parlia¬ 
ment but the coalition would 
likely want more partners. 

Party chiefs met parliamen¬ 
tary speaker Gerdi Verbeet ear¬ 
lier yesterday to decide on how 
best to form the next govern¬ 
ment, a parliamentary source 
close to the Liberals who asked 
not to be named told AFP. 

The Dutch parliament after¬ 


wards appointed current Social 
Affairs Minister Henk Kamp 
on Rutte's recommendation to 
mediate the delicate process of 
finding consensus among par¬ 
ties to cobble together a new 
government. But it will take 
weeks if not months for a new 
government to be agreed. 

Nevertheless, VVD leaders 
have not yet publicly extended 


a hand to the PvdA, and the 
VVD mayor of The Hague, 
Jozias van Aartsen, insisted it 
would be difficult for the par¬ 
ties to work together. 

Wilders, who brought down 
the last government in April 
after refusing to approve an 
austerity-driven budget, is not 
expected to play any role in 
this coalition.

Clinton slams anti-Islam 
video as ’disgusting' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton yesterday condemned an 
amateur anti-Islam film which 
has sparked violent Middle 
East protests, stressing the US 
government had nothing to do 
with it. 

"To us, to me personally, 
this video is disgusting and rep¬ 
rehensible. It appears to have a 
deeply cynical purpose, to den¬ 
igrate a great religion and to 
provoke rage," Clinton said. 
"The United States government 
had absolutely nothing to do 
with this video. We absolutely 
reject its content and message." 

She also reiterated: "There 
is no justification, none at all, 
for responding to this video 
with violence." 

Condemning the violence, 
Clinton said at the launch of a 
strategic dialogue between the 
US and Morocco that all "lead¬ 
ers in government, leaders in 
civil society or religious leaders 
must draw the line at violence." 

Addressing complaints that 
America did nothing to stop 
such videos and anti-Islamic 
messages ever seeing the light 
of day, Clinton upheld the US 
Constitution and the First 
Amendment guaranteeing the 
freedom of speech. 

"Our country does have a 
long tradition of free expres¬ 
sion, which is enshrined in our 


constitution and in our law," 
she said. "We do not stop indi¬ 
vidual citizens from expressing 
their views no matter how dis¬ 
tasteful they may be. 

"There are of course diffe¬ 
rent views around the world 
about the outer limits of free 
speech and free expression. But 
there should be no debate about 
the simple proposition that vi¬ 
olence in response to speech is 
not acceptable." 

Mystery has deepened over 
the film, with conflicting ac¬ 
counts from backers and pro¬ 
moters but no one owning up to 
having actually directed it. 

US media initially cited 
someone claiming to be an 
American-Israeli and calling 
himself Sam Bacile as saying 
he made the film on a $5 mil¬ 
lion budget with the help of 
100 Jews, but no record of such 
a person has been found. 

But journalists today gath¬ 
ered outside the home of Coptic 
Christian, Nakoula Basseley 
Nakoula, after reports he had 
directed the movie. He has been 
put under police protection. 

Coptic Christians have been 
accused of promoting an Ara¬ 
bic-adapted version of the Eng¬ 
lish-language film in Egypt, 
where clips were shown on an 
Egyptian television channel at 
the weekend, apparently setting 
off the protests. 


SANAA (AFP) - Yemeni po¬ 
lice yesterday shot dead four 
protesters and wounded 34 
others when they opened fire 
on a crowd attempting to storm 
the US embassy in Sanaa to 
protest a film mocking Islam, 
a security official said. 

Witnesses said that police 
forces fired live rounds of tear 
gas to disperse hundreds of 
protesters as troops were de¬ 
ployed on rooftops of build¬ 
ings surrounding the mission. 

The State Department said 
all of the US staff at the em¬ 
bassy in Yemen were safe, 
where witnesses reported that 
roads leading to embassy were 
closed down as the area was 
calm later in the evening.. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said that "we are 
doing everything we can to 
protect safety and security of 
personnel," adding that 
Yemeni President Abdrabuh 
Mansur Hadi had pledged his 
government would not tolerate 
violence. 

Hadi apologised to his US 
counterpart Barack Obama and 
the American people for the 
acts of a "mob" and ordered a 
probe. 

"Those who are behind the 
attack are a mob that are not 
aware of the far-reaching plots 
of Zionist forces, especially 
those who made a film insult¬ 
ing the prophet," said Hadi. 

The violent protests in 


Sanaa come two days after 
four Americans, including the 
ambassador, were killed when 
a Libyan mob attacked the US 
consulate in Benghazi, and 
protesters in Cairo attacked the 
US mission there and tore 
down the Stars and Stripes, re¬ 
placing it with a black Islamic 
flag. 

Libya’s Prime Minister 
Mustafa Abu Shagur told AFP 
yesterday that a "big advance" 
has been made in the probe 
into the deadly attack on the 
US consulate in Benghazi. 

US officials are investiga¬ 
ting the possibility that the as¬ 
sault was a plot by Al-Qaeda 
affiliates or sympathisers, 
using the protest against the 
film as a cover to carry out a 
coordinated revenge attack on 
Tuesday's anniversary of the 
September 11, 2001 attacks in 
the United States. 

Yesterday, protesters were 
back outside the US mission in 
Cairo. Police used tear gas as 
they clashed with a stone- and 
bottle-throwing crowd. 

Protests against the film 
were also held in several other 
Arab and Muslim countries. 

In the Tunisian capital, po¬ 
lice fired tear gas to disperse a 
crowd of several hundred. 

About 500 demonstrators 
gathered near the US embassy 
in Kuwait waving a black Al- 
Qaeda flag in protest at a film 
mocking Islam. 


The protesters gathered 
around 500 metres away from 
the US embassy after police 
forces, heavily deployed in the 
area, stopped them from reach¬ 
ing the mission. 

The demonstrators were 
joined by five Islamist law¬ 
makers as they called for ex¬ 
pelling the US ambassador in 
the Gulf country. 

In other Muslim countries, 
security measures have tight¬ 
ened around US missions. Se¬ 
veral governments tried to 
block internet access to the 
controversial film. 

Meanwhile, in swashing- 
ton, The United States yester¬ 
day downplayed the notion of 
a major reframing of Egypt po¬ 
licy, following President 
Barack Obama's comment that 
the country was now neither a 
US ally nor a foe. 

The comment appeared to 
reflect changing assumptions 
on the Middle East in the US 
government, which has seen 
decades-old allies swept away 
in the Arab Spring to be re¬ 
placed by less sympathetic but 
more representative govern¬ 
ments. 

Morsi then said yesterday 
that foreign diplomats in Egypt 
should be kept safe, but also 
slammed a US-made amateur 
movie deemed insulting to 
Islam which has sparked fury 
and violence in Egypt, Libya 
and Yemen.

UN nuclear agency board admonishes 
Iran over uranium enrichment program 


VIENNA (AFP) - The UN ato¬ 
mic agency’s board yesterday 
approved with a crushing ma¬ 
jority a resolution criticising 
Iran brought by world powers 
that was also aimed at dissuad¬ 
ing Israel from military action. 

The resolution expresses 
"serious concern that Iran con¬ 
tinues to defy" UN Security 
Council resolutions for it to sus¬ 
pend uranium enrichment, a 
process which can be used for 
peaceful purposes but also in a 
nuclear weapon. 

It also highlights the Interna¬ 
tional Atomic Energy Agency’s 
complaint that activities at the 
Parchin base near Tehran, 
where it suspects nuclear wea¬ 
pons research took place, would 
"significantly hamper" inspec¬ 
tors — should Iran let them visit. 

The resolution was intro¬ 
duced at the meeting of the 
IAEA’s 35-nation board of go¬ 
vernors after days of haggling 
between Western nations and 


Russia and China, which are 
seen as more lenient on Tehran. 

It was approved by 31 coun¬ 
tries, with Cuba voting against 
and Egypt, Ecuador and Tunisia 
abstaining, all four of them 
members of the Non-Aligned 
Movement of which Iran is cur¬ 
rently the rotating president. 
Another NAM member, South 
Africa, had introduced an 
amendment on a minor change 
of wording that however re¬ 
sulted in several hours' delay. 

Iran insists its expanding 
atomic program is for peaceful 
purposes, but since the IAEA 
says repeatedly that it is unable 
to vouch for this, the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council has passed six re¬ 
solutions against Tehran, four 
with sanctions attached. 

The United States and the 
European Union have also im¬ 
posed additional unilateral 
sanctions that have hit Iran's 
vital oil exports hard, and EU 
foreign ministers said last 


weekend they are considering 
additional measures. 

The IAEA resolution, the 
12th in nine years, stops short of 
a referral of Iran to the Security 
Council. But it was significant 
that Western nations were able 
to get Moscow and Beijing on 
board, and at a time of height¬ 
ened speculation that Israel, the 
Middle East's sole if undeclared 
nuclear-armed state, might 
bomb Iran, analysts say. 

The resolution "reflects the 
desire of member states to under¬ 
score that diplomacy is para¬ 
mount and it warns Israel in two 
separate paragraphs that the 
diplomatic process should be 
supported," Mark Hibbs from 
the Carnegie Endowment for In¬ 
ternational Peace told AFP. 

Israeli frustration has grown 
at what it sees as a failure by the 
international community to take 
seriously the threat posed by 
Iran or to stop it inching ever 
closer to "break-out capacity."

Reports: Experts say cruise 
giant failed to act in 


shipwreck 

ROME (AFP) - Europe's 
biggest cruise operator Costa 
Crociere may have failed to act 
promptly in the Costa Concor¬ 
dia disaster, according to a pre¬ 
trial report that still heaped 
much of the blame on the 
ship's captain. 

The report, which was 
leaked in the Italian press yes¬ 
terday, was commissioned by 
the judge investigating the 
tragedy which claimed 32 lives 
when the giant ship with 4,229 
people on board hit rocks on 
January 13. 

Nine people are under in¬ 
vestigation for the shipwreck 
off the island of Giglio, includ¬ 
ing captain Francesco Schet- 
tino and three Costa execu¬ 
tives. 

One of the three executives 
is Roberto Ferrarini, Costa's 
fleet crisis coordinator, who 


Pussy Riot 
members 
announce 
new protest 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia's 
Pussy Riot punk group plans a 
new protest in Russia despite 
the jailing of three of its mem¬ 
bers for a performance against 
Vladimir Putin in an Orthodox 
cathedral, band members said 
yesterday. 

"We first of all want to do a 
new protest finally, so that we 
have something to talk about," 
two band members, who gave 
their nicknames 'Balaclava' 
and 'Tomcat', told the Russian 
service of Radio Liberty. Both 
wore home-made balaclavas. 

The members of the all¬ 
women group, which has a 
fluid line-up, were speaking as 
bandmates Nadezhda Tolokon- 
nikova, Yekaterina Samutse- 
vich and Maria Alyokhina 
prepare to appeal their two- 
year sentence. 

A Moscow court jailed 
them last month for hooligan¬ 
ism motivated by religious ha¬ 
tred.

The report said Ferrarini 
"did not appear to have the real 
pulse of the conditions on the 
ship" despite having all the im¬ 
portant information at his dis¬ 
posal after it hit the rocks, an 
extract from the report said. 

The experts said that after 
Ferrarini was informed by the 
captain that three compart¬ 
ments were flooded "he should 
have promptly suggested to the 
captain to abandon the ship be¬ 
cause its stability had been 
compromised." 

The order finally came al¬ 
most half an hour after Fer¬ 
rarini was informed. 

Costa Crociere said in a 
statement that "the law pro¬ 
vides that in the event of an ac¬ 
cident, the obligation to inform 
the authorities is up to the cap¬ 
tain. 

"The communication made 
by the master to the crisis de¬ 
partment were on the whole 
not timely, partial and con¬ 
fused, not allowing it to scale 
a clear perception of the seri¬ 
ousness of what was actually 
happening," it added. 

The report also highlighted 
the language barrier between 
crew members, particularly be¬ 
tween the captain and the In¬ 
donesian helmsman who at 
one point before the crash ap¬ 
peared to veer to the right de¬ 
spite being told to go left. 

The report quoted the cap¬ 
tain urging the helmsman to be 
more careful after one order 
that was misunderstood, ad¬ 
ding: "Otherwise we go on the 
rocks". 

The research was based on 
black box data, recordings of 
conversations on board and an 
analysis of nautical maps and 
the actual route of the ship. 

Schettino still appears to 
carry most of the blame ac¬ 
cording to the report, firstly for 
performing a risky "salute" 
manoeuvre close to Giglio and 
then by delaying the order to 
abandon the ship until more 
than an hour after the crash. 
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Amnesty International condemns 
Italy over Roma 


ROME (AFP) - Amnesty In¬ 
ternational called on Italy’s 
Prime Minister Mario Monti's 
government to reform laws 
and policies affecting the 
Roma community in Italy, say¬ 
ing they fail to respect human 
rights. 

"Forced evacuations are 
happening all the time without 
any consultation or without al¬ 
ternative housing being pro¬ 
posed," said Elisa De Pieri, a 
researcher at Amnesty, refer¬ 
ring to the closure of facilities 
set up for Romas. 

A survey carried out by the 
interior ministry in Italy's 
biggest cities — Rome, Milan 
and Naples — in 2008 found 


there were a total of more than 
12,000 Roma living in 167 
camps of which 124 were ille¬ 
gal and 43 legal. 

Amnesty Italy president 
Christine Weise said the gov¬ 
ernment should respect its own 
"national strategy on the inclu¬ 
sion of Roma" to improve liv¬ 
ing conditions for the Roma, 
which was presented to the Eu¬ 
ropean Union in February. 

In many cases, the expul¬ 
sions force Romas to live in 
even more precarious and in¬ 
sanitary conditions than in the 
temporary housing facilities. 

Amnesty also called on the 
European Commission to open 
an investigation into violations

Carlo Stasolla, head of an¬ 
other non-governmental group 
helping the Roma community, 
said that local authorities in 
Rome alone have spent seven 
million euros ($9.0 million) 
over the past three years ex¬ 
pelling Roma. 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - A grav¬ 
elly ill prisoner serving a long 
jail sentence has become the 
first inmate to die under Bel¬ 
gian euthanasia laws intro¬ 
duced 10 years ago, press 
reports said Thursday. 

The man, who was not iden¬ 
tified, died earlier this year 
after seeking permission sev¬ 
eral times when doctors de¬ 
cided his suffering could not be 
helped, the reports said. 

They gave no details of his 
illness or the circumstances of 
his case. 

Another prisoner, locked up 
for 27 years for committing 
two murders, has also asked 
for permission to die and 
should satisfy the legal condi¬ 


tions, Flemish television chan¬ 
nel VTM said. 

After the Netherlands, Bel¬ 
gium was the second country 
in the world to legalise eu¬ 
thanasia in 2002. 

Last year, some 1,133 cases 

— mostly for terminal cancer - 

- were recorded, about one per¬ 
cent of all deaths in the 
country, according to official 
figures. 

The issue is very controver¬ 
sial and most countries forbid 
mercy killing but some allow 
"passive" euthanasia when a 
doctor is not required to fight 
to save a life and there are oth¬ 
ers where patients can refuse 
medical care.

New nano-code ups the fight 
against counterfeiters 



PARIS (AFP) - Scientists on 
Wednesday reported they had 
invented an invisible tag using 
the widely-used ’’quick re¬ 
sponse” code to help thwart 
banknote forgers and criminals 
who sell bogus drugs or fake 
vintage wine. 

The QR code is a square of 
black and white pixels that can 
be scanned by a smartphone, 
which then links to an Internet 
address. 

It is being used more and 
more by museums and compa¬ 
nies who want to provide ad¬ 
ditional information about an 
exhibition, product or service, 
but the idea here is to use it as 
a form of authentication. 

Writing in the British jour¬ 


nal Nanotechnology, materials 
engineers led by Jon Kellar at 
the South Dakota School of 
Mines and Technology says 
their invention comprises a 
QR code made of nanoparti¬ 
cles that have been combined 
with blue and green fluores¬ 
cent ink. 

The code, generated with 
standard computer-aided de¬ 
sign (CAD) equipment, is 
sprayed onto a surface — 
paper, plastic film, office tape, 
glass — using an aerosol jet 
printer. 

It remains invisible until 
the object is illuminated by a 
near-infrared laser. 

The nanoparticles absorb 


photons at a non-visible wave¬ 
length but emit them in a visi¬ 
ble wavelength, a trick called 
upconversion that causes the 
QR code to pop up almost like 
magic and allow itself to be 
scanned. 

To see whether the code 
would stand some of the 
stresses of banknotes, the re¬ 
searchers printed it onto a 
piece of paper and then ran¬ 
domly folded it 50 times, with¬ 
out affecting its readability. 

The technique is simple and 
not time-consuming, accord¬ 
ing to the scientists. 

Printing en masse for com¬ 
mercial use would only take 
about 10-15 minutes. 

” We have not as of yet done 
a critical review of costs, so 
we cannot say anything (about 
prices) at this point,” said Kel¬ 
lar in response to a question. 

Near-infrared lasers are 
quite cheap and easy to oper¬ 
ate, and could be used for au¬ 
thentication ’’outside of the 
lab” provided the eyes are pro¬ 
tected, he said. 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Top NASA officials, fellow astro¬ 
nauts, relatives and well-wishers paid a final tribute to 
Neil Armstrong, the first man on the moon, in a somber 
memorial ceremony Thursday in the US capital. A bag¬ 
piper led family members in a procession through the 
packed Washington National Cathedral, and there was 
then a US Navy honor guard for Armstrong, who was a 
Navy pilot before joining the space program. The cele¬ 
brated astronaut, who died on August 25 at the age of 82, 
was decorated by 17 countries and received a slew of US 
honors, but was never comfortable with his fame and 
shied away from the limelight.

Fed sets new QE3 bond- 


Eurozone bailout fund clears another 
key German hurdle 


buying program 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Federal Reserve yesterday 
set a new $40 billion a month 
bond-buying program aimed at 
cutting long-term interest rates 
to boost the weak economy. 

And it signaled, without 
setting a specific target, that 
monetary easing efforts would 
remain in place until it sees 
substantial improvement in the 
jobs market, where 8.1 percent 
of Americans remain unem¬ 
ployed. 

Pointing to continued weak 
growth and stagnation in the 
jobs market, the Fed said it 
would spend $40 billion on 
agency mortgage-backed secu¬ 
rities each month in an open- 
ended operation targeted at 
boosting the moribund housing 
sector. 

That would take the US 
central bank's total monthly 
purchases, including ongoing 
programs, to $85 billion a 
month, the Fed said. 

These actions "should put 
downward pressure on longer- 
term interest rates, support 
mortgage markets, and help to 
make broader financial condi¬ 
tions more accommodative," it 
said. 

The Federal Open Market 
Committee, the Fed's policy 
board, also pledged to keep its 
benchmark rate at the current 
near-zero level through mid- 
2015, at least six months 
longer than its earlier commit¬ 
ment. 

"To support continued 
progress toward maximum 
employment and price stabi¬ 
lity, the Committee expects 
that a highly accommodative 
stance of monetary policy will 
remain appropriate for a con¬ 
siderable time after the eco¬ 


nomic recovery strengthens," it 
said. 

"If the outlook for the labor 
market does not improve sub¬ 
stantially, the Committee will 
continue its purchases of 
agency mortgage-backed secu¬ 
rities, undertake additional 
asset purchases, and employ its 
other policy tools as appropri¬ 
ate until such improvement is 
achieved in a context of price 
stability." 

The FOMC said that the 
economy continues to expand 
at a "moderate" pace, but noted 
a slowdown in investment by 
businesses. 

The FOMC said it was 
"concerned that, without fur¬ 
ther policy accommodation, 
economic growth might not be 
strong enough to generate sus¬ 
tained improvement in labor 
market conditions." 

It also noted some vulnera¬ 
bility of the US economy to 
ongoing strains in global finan¬ 
cial markets, a reference 
mainly to the ongoing euro¬ 
zone crisis. 

It said it expected inflation 
to remain under control, stay¬ 
ing at or below the Fed's 2.0 
percent target. 

After months of debating 
whether to embark on new 
stimulus, most of the 12 mem¬ 
ber FOMC seemed to fall in 
line with chairman Ben 
Bernanke's worries that little 
ground was being made on the 
high jobless rate. 

Bernanke two weeks ago 
called stagnation in the labor 
market "a grave concern," 
warning that "persistently high 
levels of unemployment will 
wreak structural damage on 
our economy that could last for 
many years."

BERLIN (AFP) - German 
President Joachim Gauck yes¬ 
terday signed the 500-billion- 
euro ($646-billion) eurozone 
bailout fund, paving the way 
for the ratification of a key 
weapon against the eurozone 
crisis. 

Gauck's spokeswoman said 
he had signed the necessary 
documents for the European 
Stability Mechanism (ESM) 
and fiscal pact for greater 
budgetary discipline, but that a 
further step was needed for ra¬ 
tification. 

"The federal president 


needs to ratify the ESM treaty 
before it can legally come into 
force," the spokeswoman said. 

For this to happen, the Ger¬ 
man government must inte¬ 
grate the conditions set out on 
Wednesday by the Constitu¬ 
tional Court regarding the 
ESM, she added. 

In a landmark ruling 
watched around the world, the 
court Wednesday cleared Ger¬ 
many's participation in the 
ESM but capped its share of 
the pot at 190 billion euros and 
said any increase would have 
to be approved by parliament. 



US economic sanctions against Iran have slashed the 
country’s crude exports and oil revenue, the US treasury 
said on Wednesday as it vowed to keep up the pressure 
on Tehran to prevent the Iranian government from get¬ 
ting nuclear weapons. Since the beginning of the year ; 
the US has threatened to block certain foreign financial 
entities from the US markets unless Iran’s major trading 
partners reduced their purchases of Iranian crude. US 
efforts have paid off with Iranian crude exports down to 
about 1 million barrels of oil per day from the approxi¬ 



mately 2.4 million barrels last year, the US treasury said.

Bernanke: Fed 
can't offset 
fiscal cliff 
shock 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke warned yesterday 
that the Fed does not have the 
means to offset the shock from 
the "fiscal cliff plan for severe 
budget cuts and tax hikes 
scheduled for January 1. 

"If the fiscal cliff isn't ad¬ 
dressed, as I've said, I don't 
think our tools are strong 
enough to offset the effects of 
a major fiscal shock, so we'd 
have to think about what to do 
in that contingency," he said in 
a press conference. 

"I think it's really important 
for the fiscal policymakers to 
work together and try to find a 
solution for that," he added. 

US politicians agreed a year 
ago on the "fiscal cliff' auster¬ 
ity plan in a poison-pill politi¬ 
cal deal that was never inten¬ 
ded to be followed through on. 

The law requires sudden 
drastic spending cuts and tax 
increases from the beginning 
of 2013, which the Congres¬ 
sional Budget Office has 
warned will send the country 
into recession and force unem¬ 
ployment much higher.

Volleyball: Karch Kiraly named 
US women's coach 


MISANO (AFP) - Yamaha’s 
Jorge Lorenzo is determined to 
reassert his world champi¬ 
onship authority this weekend 
after a summer spent seeing 
his lead eaten away by in-form 
Honda rival, and fellow 
Spaniard, Dani Pedrosa. 

Three races ago, Lorenzo 
had a 23-point lead at the top 
of the standings but Pedrosa's 
successive wins at Indianapo¬ 
lis and then a last-corner tri¬ 
umph at Brno have cut his 
advantage to 13 points. 

Lorenzo will be buoyed, 
however, by having won with 
a dominant performance at the 
San Marino track 12 months 
ago while Pedrosa admits that 
the Misano circuit is not one of 
Honda's favourites. 

"This year we've been very 
consistent, always in the first 
two positions. The last three 
races we couldn't win, but 
were very close," said 
Lorenzo. 

Pedrosa knows that the San 
Marino circuit will provide 
Honda with a different chal¬ 
lenge to recent races. 

"Misano is a tricky track, 
quite bumpy, with a lot of 


braking and acceleration. The 
grip level is always a chal¬ 
lenge, because it changes a lot 
from the morning sessions to 
the afternoon," said Pedrosa. 

Pedrosa, the winner on this 
track in 2010, will have a new 
teammate with Northern Ire¬ 
land's Jonathan Rea, who cur¬ 
rently races in the World 
Superbike Championship, re¬ 
placing world champion 
Casey Stoner, who is recover¬ 
ing from surgery on his broken 
ankle. 

Rea won in San Marino in 
Superbikes in 2009. 

"When the request came 
from Honda to replace Casey 
I was a little bit surprised, but 
the chance to jump on a Mo- 
toGP bike, the best MotoGP 
bike in the world, was a nice 
feeling," said Rea. 

Nine-time champion 
Valentino Rossi, meanwhile, 
who will end his unhappy stay 
with Ducati at the end of the 
season and return to Yamaha 
as Lorenzo's teammate for 
2013, admitted on Thursday 
his time with the Italian team 
had been "difficult". 

Rossi insists that his previ¬ 


ous problems with Lorenzo 
are now a thing of the past, 
even admitting the Spaniard 
could have the quicker pace. 

"I'm not sure I can be as 
fast as Lorenzo with the 
Yamaha. I think we will have 
less problems than in the past," 
he said. 

"Lorenzo was very fair 
with my comeback. The im¬ 
portant thing is to have fun rid¬ 
ing the bike and have the 
chance to fight for the good 
positions." 

Meanwhile, Lorenzo's cur¬ 
rent teammate Ben Spies of 
the United States will race for 
Ducati's satellite outfit Pramac 
in 2013 along with Italian An¬ 
drea Iannone. 

The Italian manufacturer 
had already confirmed Andrea 
Dovizioso and Nicky Hayden 
as their factory riders for next 
season. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Karch Kiraly, arguably the 
greatest international volley¬ 
ball player in history, has been 
named as the head coach of the 
US women's national team, 
USA Volleyball announced. 

Kiraly served as an assistant 
coach of the US Olympic 
women's volleyball team that 
claimed the silver medal at this 
year's Summer Games in London. 

"I have revered representing 
the USA and wearing the red, 
white and blue ever since my 
first experience with the junior 
national team at 16 years old," 
Kiraly said. "It is a tremendous 
honor to be asked to lead such 
a powerful volleyball pro¬ 
gram." 

Kiraly will replace former 
head coach Hugh Mc- 


Cutcheon, who left to become 
coach of the women's team at 
the University of Minnesota. 

The US women's team cap¬ 
tured its second-straight 
Olympic silver medal by fin¬ 
ishing with a 7-1 record at the 
London Games. Their only 
loss came in the gold medal 
game to Brazil. 

Team USA is currently 
ranked No. 1 in the world, and 
Kiraly said he hopes to take 
the program to new heights. 

Doug Beal, USA Volleyball 
chief executive, said Kiraly 
has made the switch from 
playing to coaching look easy. 

Kiraly retired five years ago 
after a brilliant volleyball ca¬ 
reer that elevated him to the 
top of his profession. 

The International Volleyball 


Federation (FIVB) named him 
the greatest player of the 
sport's first century. He won 
Olympic gold in both beach 
and indoor volleyball, becom¬ 
ing the first player to do so. He 
is also the first in the history of 
the sport to win three gold 
medals in volleyball. 

Team USA surpassed Brazil 
as the top ranked team in the 
world in November 2011. 
They finished with a 39-10 
record in 2011. 

As a player, Kiraly led the US 
men's team to the famed "Triple 
Crown" of volleyball — winning 
the 1984 Olympic gold, the 
1985 World Cup and 1986 
World Championship titles. 

He also won 148 beach vol¬ 
leyball tournaments, 144 of 
them in the United States.

The Rays are three games 
behind the Yankees and Ori¬ 
oles in the AL East, and also 
are three games back in the 
race for an AL wild-card berth. 
The Oakland Athletics (82-60) 
top the wild-card standings 
after winning 4-1 against the 
Los Angeles Angels (77-66), 
who are 3 1/2 games back. The 
top two non-division winners 
in each league earn wild-card 
spots in the postseason. 

A solo home run by 
Granderson and a two-run hit 
by Cano in the top of the fourth 
gave New York a 3-0 lead be¬ 
fore James Loney cut the ad¬ 
vantage to two runs with a 
run-scoring single in the bot¬ 
tom of the inning. 

Granderson made it 5-1 with 
a two-run shot in the seventh 


before Jarrod Saltalamacchia 
scored on Mauro Gomez’s 
ground out and Mike Aviles 
added a one-run double in the 
bottom of the inning. Boston 
got its final run in the ninth on 
a home run by Saltalamacchia, 
who went 3-for-3 to get a base 
hit in every at- bat for the first 
time in his career. 

The AL-leading Texas

The Times, citing sources 
close to the ongoing negotia¬ 
tions, said Pacquiao’s next 
fight will be December 8 in 
Las Vegas and Marquez is a 
likely opponent. 

Pacquiao (54-4-2, 38 KOs) 
was also in negotiations for a 
rematch against Tim Bradley 
but that fell through and he is 
now considering Marquez. 

Pacquiao defeated Mex¬ 
ico's Marquez in a majority 
decision in November, the 
latest in a string of hotly-con¬ 
tested close fights between 
the warriors. 

The Times said boxing 
promoter Bob Arum plans to 
have each fighter sign the 
deal Tuesday in Los Angeles 
when they appear for a news 
conference.

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Ronaldo 
says he's 
focused on 
winning, 
not contract 

MADRID (AFP) - Cristiano 
Ronaldo says he is focused on 
winning for Real Madrid and 
not on his contract, beating 
down speculation that he is un¬ 
happy with his reported 10- 
million-euro ($13 million) 
salary. 

Ronaldo shocked fans last 
week by declaring he was 
"sad" at the Spanish league 
champions without explaining 
why, except to insist later that 
it had nothing to do with 
money. 

Top-selling Spanish sports 
daily Marca said this week that 
Real Madrid president Flo- 
rentino Perez was ready to 
offer him 15 million euros a 
year, also without providing a 
source. 

The paper says the star for¬ 
ward now earns 10 million 
euros and is 10th in the list of 
the world's best-paid foot¬ 
ballers, with Cameroon striker 
Samuel Eto'o of Russian side 
Anzhi Makhachkala on 20 
million euros and new Paris 
Saint-Germain recruit Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic on 14.5 million 
euros. 

Ronaldo, who joined Real 
Madrid on July 1, 2009, still 
has three years to run on his 
initial six-season contract.

Merkel tells gay German footballers it's OK to 
come out 


BERLIN (AFP) - German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel on 
Thursday became the latest 
high-profile figure to tell gay 
footballers they should have no 
fear of revealing their homosex¬ 
uality. 


”1 am of the opinion that any¬ 
one who sums up the strength 
and bravery — and we have a 
long tradition of this behind us 
in politics — should know that 
they live in a land where they 
have nothing to fear,” said 


Merkel at a forum in Berlin to 
discuss integration in sport. 

"The fact that there are still 
fears for some people for their 
own situation means we need to 
send out a clear message: you 
must not be afraid.”

While senior political fig¬ 
ures, such as German Foreign 
Minister Guido Westerwelle 
and Berlin’s mayor Klaus Wow- 
ereit, have come out, no current 
German Bundesliga footballer 
has revealed his homosexuality. 

Bayern Munich president Uli 
Hoeness said it is only a matter 
of time before a Bundesliga 
player comes out. 

"It will happen, sooner or 
later. All clubs are advised to 
prepare for this topic, so they 
will have good answers,” said 
Hoeness, speaking at the same 
Berlin forum as Merkel under 
the slogan "Go your own way”. 

Hoeness also said it will be 
crucial to "protect as much as 
necessary” any footballer who 
admits he is gay, but the subject 
is not new in German football. 

Back in 2009, former Ger¬ 
man Football Federation (DFB) 
president Theo Zwanziger first 
said footballers should be sup¬ 
ported if they want to come out 
and he repeated himself when 
he left office in January. 

Last year, Germany striker 
Mario Gomez said openly gay 
footballers "would play as if 
they had been liberated. Being 


gay should no longer be a taboo 
topic.” 

But national team captain 
Philipp Lahm advised against it: 
"An openly gay footballer 
would be exposed to abusive el¬ 
ements,” he told German mag¬ 
azine Bunte last year. 

"For someone who does 
(come out), it would be very 
difficult.” 

But a homosexual Bun¬ 
desliga footballer, who insisted 
on anonymity, told German 
magazine Fluter he faces a daily 
battle of fear and denial, insist¬ 
ing he would not feel safe if his 
sexuality was revealed. 

"The price you have to pay 
for living the dream of playing 
in the Bundesliga is immense,” 
he said. 

"I have to be an actor and I 
have to lie to myself every day. 

"This wasn't a problem to 
begin with, but it has become 
increasingly difficult over time. 

"I really don't know if I can 
live under the constant pressure 
of having to be a heterosexual 
showcase player, whilst the 
danger of being exposed is lurk¬ 
ing in the background, for the 
rest of my career."
